Dogs of War 
Save Wounded 


By NEA Service 
Many a Russian soldier, wounded 


in the all-out drive against Hitler's 
retreating "invaders," owes his life 
to a dog. Like most armies, the Rus- 
sians use dogs In a number of ways. 
Helping soldiers on patrol, bringing 
munitions to the front line, laying 
telephone wire along the front, car- 
rying messages and searching 
out 


wounded men for the Red Cross first 
aid 
units nre some of the 
more 


conventional canine war services. 


But the Russian dogs now nre per- 


forming a new duty. They are drag- 
ging wounded Soviet soldiers 
from 


the battlefield on small sledges after 
the casualties linve been discovered 
by the medical corps troops. 


Speed Counts in Bitter Weather 
This new work of the dogs is high- 


ly important, becaltse, in the bitter, 
sub-zero cold of Russia's winter, the 
speed with which wounded men are 
taken back to dressing stations very 
often pells the difference between life 
and death. 


The dogs have proved efficient in 


Ihe work. They learn to move close to 
the ground, hence, few of them get 
wounded. Alsatians, the familiar "po- 
lice dog" type, are used mostly, but 
Airedales have also been found cap- 
able, trustworthy and strong. 


The Soviet Army gives the dogs

He is aware 
that, up to now, we have been delay- 
ed by a slow start, by poor planning 
by failure to realize the situation's 
gravity, by group selfishness, by po- 
litics, by the growing pains inevit- 
able in such a tremendous industria 
expansion as we are undergoing.

Realists, on the inside of the situa- 


tion, have no doubt that from the mo- 
ment Russian mud dries out sufficient- 
ly to bear the weight of wheels, the 
Nazis will stake everything upon a 
desperate attack designed to destroy 
the U. S. S. R. before we can become 
a real factor in the shooting war. 
Starting from a front far to the east 
of the 1941 boundary, and undelayed 
by any such upset as the Serbs pre- 
cipitated a year ago, the Germans 
will have a full summer season in 
which to push whatever successes they 
may achieve. 


There is the possibility of some 


very, very bad news from Europe. 
Those wishful thinkers who have vis- 
ualized Russian capture of Berlin may 
be due for a shock. Mercurial temper- 
aments may go down into the depths 
of despair. 


The stable and the far-sighted, how- 


ever, will continue singing the song 
they began long before Pearl Harbor. 
This is going to be 2 long, hard war. 
We may take a terrible mauling be- 
fore we can so much as begin ito 
dish H out. The tide will not UiTrV 
until the vast weight of our indus- 
trial power has begun to move with 
a speed and momentum that still is 
little more than a dream. 


But if we hold out under such 


a beating, week after week and month 
after month, until v/e really get go- 
ing—perhaps a year from now—we 
can and will beat Hitler. 


The need in the coming months is j 


going to be for n type of courage 
which our people have not needed so 
badly since the days of Valley Forge 
—the fortitude to uet up from one 
knockdown after another when we 
are so battered we can hardly £ee 
whence the blows are coming, and to 
go back to the fight.

there blackouts ... air raids?" 


Down at the war department, two. 


separate agencies are working night 
and day to see that Americans in far 
places in general and the soldier boys 
in particular get their answers to all 
those questions and thousands more 
as regularly as the dock rolls around. 


In the army radio division, under 


the supervision of Capt. Ed Curtin, 
"Command Performance," a weekly 
half-hour variety show that includes 
everything from the lullabies of Bea 
Wain and Dinah Shore to sportcasts 
jy such as John Kieran and Ted Hus- 
ing, are being sent from seven dir- 
ectional beam short wave radio sta- 
tions to every army base we have 
outside the country. The shows are 
built around one of the big name 
shows on the air. Eddie Cantor, Fred 
Waring, Kate Smith, Tallulah Bank- 
head, Fred Allen, the Hit Parade and 
Kay Kyser already have starred, with 
a host of supporting talent. Even ring- 
side recordings of the two final rounds 
each of the Louis-Bear and Louis- 
Simon fights. 


From the Caribbean and Newfound- 


land, letters already ;ire coming in 
from the boys with commands for this 
and that and the shows are being re- 
vamped weekly to met the demand. 


In the army morale division, under 


the direction of Mai. Gordon Hitten- 
mark. they are "platlering" 50 hours 
of special entertainment, 
sportcasts, 


etc., which are to be flown to the 
various units for rebroadcasts on the 
ground. Each unit moving into for- 
eign bases was equipted with a special 
"radio kit" (long t.nd short wave 
broac'-just stations) and 25 hours of 
variety entertainment. One of the re- 
cords in each kit gives the soldiers

U. S. Does the 
Impossible

SAN DIEGO, Cal. — America is 


turning out the fastest, longest-range, 
heaviest bomb-load bombers and pa- 
trol planes in the world—and doing 
it by the method which typifies Amer- 
ican production—the powered assem- 
bly line—the same way America made 
automobiles, refrigerators and radios. 


Experienced production engineers 


said it was impossible. They pointed 
out that while an automobile has a- 
bout 1200 parts, a huge 25-to-40-ton 
plane has in excess of 100,000 parts, 
not counting nuts, bolts and rivets. 
There are some 400,000 rivets alone on 
these jobs. 
t 


They said "It can't be clone," but 


I watched it being done today in the 
huge plants of the Consolidated Air- 
craft Corporation here. 


Consolidated makes the PBY-typc 


patrol planes—the ones the British call 
"Catalinas"—for the U. S. and Allied 
navies. These have performed prodi- 
gious feats in action. PBYs weigh ov- 
er 15 tons, with over 100-foot wing- 
sp»n and a range of over 4000 miles. 


They are rolling off the moving na- 


sembly line. 


B24's Are Bigger Than 
Flying Fortresses 
For the U. S. and Allied armies, 


Consolidated -nakes the giant B-24s 
—great four-motored land bombers 
exceeding the famous Flying Fort- 
resses in wing span; gross weight 
(nearly 30 tons); speed (over 300 M. P. 
H.); and bomb load (over four tons). 
Their range, over 3000 miles, is equal. 
It is the Army's largest, fastest, most 
deadly plane. 


They are rolling off the moving as- 


sembly line. 


Biggest of all U. S. Navy bombers 


in production is the Coronado, or P- 
B2Y2—a four-motored honey of an 
Amphibian 
weighing over 
30 tons. 


Its range is over 5000 miles and its 
top speed is over 200 miles per hour. 


They are rolling off the moving as- 


sembly line. 


Take a look at this stupendous as- 


sembly line which has tossed over- 
board all the former standards of 
heavy plane production. 


You land on ; seven-foot high plat- 


form at one side of a tremendous 
plant building, wide open at one end. 
Looking directly down, you see cen- 
ler sections uf the B24's wing .stand- 
ing on edge, moving along toward 
you. 
Far to the right they are just 


frames, being riveted together 
like 


models in a child's constructor set. 


You see the sections grow, gel Iheir 
kin on, get flopped over to the hor 
zontal for the installation of cngini 
mcellcs and mounts, self-sealing rub 
>er gasoline bags, and, as you look 
to the left, you see the end scctioi 
added. 


Half-Milc-Long Assembly 
Line 
You descend from your perch, g 


over to another one near the last o 
the triple assembly line. Here you ar 
in the center of an oval of track mcas 
uring over half a mile. On that ova 
moving slowly around you, arc th 
ever-growing planes. Into the ope 
end of the building come the hug 
fuselages, put together lichtly in 
sub-assembly plant in another build 
ing. 
To them, great overhead crane 


carry the wings you have just see 
made. These arc fastened on by wor 
men who stand on a wooden plat 
form built around the base of th 
fuselage. This platform has wheels, 
and moves right along with the plane, 
which travels the rails. 


Along they go, getting engines, tail 


assemblies, transparent turrets for 
machine guns and cannon, propellers, 
armament, paint and all the other re- 
finements. 


At last they emerge at the other side 


of the building's open end—beauliful- 
ly finished products of American skill, 
ingenuity and industrial daring—ready 
to fly and fight. 


You come away wilh the feeling that 


although Uncle Sam, a peaceable guy, 
may be a slow starler, in a scrap, he 
warms up, gathers momentum and has 
what it takes for the knockout. 


How many bombers docs Consoli- 


dated run off this epoch-mark-the 
assembly line? Wouldn't Hillcr-Hiro- 
hilo and Co., like to know! 


But this much can be said. They 


come off faster than anyone had ever 
believed possible. Last month, more 
bombers of this size rolled off than the 
entire aviation industry had ever pro- 
duced in a year. The plant hums- 
three shifts, all day and all night. And 
this is but one plant—there arc oth- 
ers, built and building—including one 
that is the world's largest industrial 
plant.
